“Perhaps  the  greatest  thrill 
of  the  summer  was  that  of  help¬ 
ing  to  organize  a  mission  in 
Baker,  Oregon.  A  religious  cen¬ 
sus  was  taken  first  to  find  the 
people  who  were  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  already  and  to  find  those 
who  were  not  members  of  any 
church.  We  rented  an  old  store 
building  which  was  very  dirty.

•sociaUon.  People  at  assoc iatmng  dis¬ 
like  such  reports  just  as  they  dis¬ 
like  a  read  sermon  from  a  book. 

3.  Be  fair  with  all  the  work.  Don’t 
give  a  minor  cause  major  time  and 
a  major  cause  minor  time. 

4.  Urge  your  pastor  to  attend. 
Most  of  them  do  but  a  few  stay 
away. 

5.  Prepare  your  program  well  in 
advance  and  notify  each  partici-' 
pant. 

6.  See  that  your  church  letter  is 
prepared  and  presented  and  on 
time. 

And  a  final  note:  The  women 
should  not  miss  all  or  most  of  the 
morning  session  to  spread  the  noon 
meal.  Wait  until  the  morning  ses¬ 
sion  is  over  and  then  do  that.  A 
few  minutes  wait  won't  hurt  and  it 
will  mean  much  to  attend  in  the 
morning  sessions.

Many  churches  are  now  working 
on  their  budgets  for  the  coming 
church  year.  To  them  we  say: 

We  plan  to  have  more  to  say 
about  this^natter  in  future  issues 
but  a  few  words  are  needed  now. 

According  to  The  .  Associated 
Press:  “The  cost  of  living  as  meas¬ 
ured  by  the  government,  reached 
a  new  record  today,  bringing  a 


June  figures  and  five  per  cent 
above  that  of  January  1951. 

Many  churches  are  now  plan¬ 
ning  their  budgets  tor  near  year. 

Unless  you  increase  the  pastor’s 
salary  by  approximately  ten  per 
cent  he  will  get  less  than  in  the 
past  year. 

The  auto  workers  mentioned 
above  could  and  would  strike  for 
increased  wages  to  compensate  for 
_the  higher  living  costs.  The  steel 

coal  miners  are  now  planning  for 
an  inciMMs  . 

Your  pastor  cannot  and  would 
not  strike.  In  fact,  in  mo6t  cases, 
ministerial  ethics  prohibit  him 
from  even  asking  an  increase. 

We  are  hereby  doing  it  fpr  him. 
Give  him  enough  to  take  care  of 
the  increase. 

And  all  of  the  above  applies  to 
the  other  employed  workers  of  the 
church.  Treat  them  as  you  would 
be  treated.
